REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


OF PEMBROKE. 


The Superintending School Committee of Pembroke would present the fol- 
lowing suggestions for the serious consideration of his fellow citizens : 


The most important elements in a good education are ability to think ac- 
curately, and reason correctly. If these be wanting there cannot be good - 
scholarship. . 

A wise master builder will be anxious that there be no mistake here, but that 
the right foundation be laid, and laid securely. 

How, then, shall our Primary Schools accomplish this important end? In 
reply it is often said, ‘‘ We must have well trained and well instructed teach- 
ers;” and it sometimes seems to be expected that good teachers alone will secure 
the object in view. 

But this is a mistaken view of the matter. However good a teacher may be, 
that teacher must have suitable materials upon which to work, and suitable im- 
plements with which to work, or the end will not be attained. As well might 
vou seek to rear a well proportioned edifice of modern architecture and finish ; 
making use of the huge and misshapen lumber of former times, with tools in 
use in days of yore; as to reduce to order the mistaken notions and disjointed 
conclusions respecting those things essential to a good school, as entertained by 
many of our people; and thereby produce a good and symmetrical scholarship. 

If you employ help, either on your farm, in your shop, or in your mill, you 
will furnish your workmen, not only with tools with which to work, but those of 
the most approved character ; you say it is good economy, for time is money. 

You say the ploughs, the hoes, the mechanic tools, and the like, have been im- 
proved during the last years of progress; and does any one dispute this? But 
while there is an onward march in other departments, is there a standing still 
in letters? Judge ye! 

Two obstacles, more than any others, hinder the progress of our schools. 

lst, Our schools are not allowed the materials from which to make good 
scholars. 

J am aware that this may seem strange logic to some people. “ Why,” say 
they, “‘ we have sent our children to school so many winters ; of course we have 
done our part.”. But stop a little. Your children have had the name of going to 
school, but have they been? Have they been as constant in their attendance, as 
punctual at the hour, as they would have been had you considered your school 
as a matter of the first importance? .Have you not, for some trifling incon- 
venience, or when some small pecuniary gain was to be had, kept your children 
at home when they should have been at school? thus breaking up their connec- 
tion with their class, and thwarting the plans and labors of the teacher ? 

The evils here referred to are very great, and greatly retard the desired pro- 
gress of right education. Examine the school registers, and you will find, as it 
respects many families, not only that their children are absent from school many 
days, but when they pretend to go to school, they are tardy perhaps as many 
times as they are in season. 

Now what can the best of teachers do in such circumstances? When the time 
of reading or recitation comes, the scholars are not in their places, or are not 
ready ; yet our schools are expected to turn out good scholars. It is like the 
task masters of Egypt, requiring brick without furnishing the necessary straw. 
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Our schools should fave, as much as possible, the undivided attention of the 
scholars, in order to be as profitable as they might be. ‘he mind should not be 
distracted by having many irons in the fire at the same time. 

ond. It is my opinion that there is no other branch of business, even of far 
less importance, that has so ill appointed an outfit, as it respects the furniture 
and books with which our schools are provided. 

What would be thought of the farmer who has four boys, and having a field 
of corn to hoe, sends them to their work with two hoes, with the direction to take 
turns in using them. Is this the way the wise man trains his children to habits 
of industry and activity? But this principle obtains in many familics in respect 
to furnishing their children with books, and they seem to think that so long as 
the old book holds together, and bears the title of Geography, Arithmetic, or 
Reading Book, it will answer; althought it may date its origin as far back as 
the early days of Peter Parley. This unwillingness of some parents to provide 
their children with suitable books, and in sufficient numbers, is not only a great 
hindrance to their own children, but a sore annoyance to the whole school ; it 
prevents uniformity, it multiplies classes, causes much confusion in the school 
room, unnecessarily increases the labors of the teacher, and prevents that ambi- 
tion so essential to the success of the school. 

The laws of the State provide a remedy, by making it the duty of the Super- 
intending School Committee to regulate. this whole matter. But there is a de- 
termination manifested by some individuals to withstand this provision of law, 
the result, it is hoped, more of the want of a proper understanding of the busi- 
ness than of any other motive. 

It seems hardly credible that a reasonable man would insist that his child or 
children should read alone, rather than exchange the old book for a new one of 
much superior character, at an expense in no case greater than thirty cents. 
Would such a man grudge that amount of money in purchasing an article of 
clothing, when no higher motive controls than even the fashion of the day? 

Having used Town’s Readers since 1850, and the scholars having become 
familiar with the composition, and having committed large portions to.memory, 
so that they read from recollection rather than from sight, it became desirable 
to introduce a new series, which,has been done the past season, very generally 
in all the Districts except one, to the manifest advantage of those who have 
made the change. 

Other changes are needed. We have four or five authors on Geography ; 
many of the ‘books are old and badly worn, and much behind the times. It 
would be a great improvement, could these books be laid aside and one author 
only used. 

I would recommend the Primary and Quarto Geographies published by Col- 
ton and Fitch. These books are compiled by an able author, bringing the sub- 
ject down to the present time; having’ the characteristics of neatness, simplicity 
and brevity; avoiding a great amount of detail, with which many school books 
are incumbered, and being better adapted, it is believed, to impart correct ele- 
mentary instruction than any books heretofore used. 

When we consider the amount of money expended yearly upon our town 
schools, it appears a matter of great importance that they be rendered produc- 
tive of the greatest benefit possible. 

There is no good reason for believing that teachers, as a class, are less adapt- 
ed to their vocation, or less faithful in the performance of their duty, than peo- 
ple in other professions and pursuits ; and they should be treated with kindness, 
and looked upon as occupying an important position in society, demanding the 
utmost sympathy and support. 

But this kind treatment is not always received ; evil reports are put in cir- 
culation, whether true or false makes but little difference ; some persons and 
sometimes families, seem delighted to defame a faithful teacher, neyer consult- 
ing the same in rélation to the matter, but taking their own children as unim- 
peachable authority, not only bear false witness, and are guilty of slander, but 
render a positive injury to their own and their neighbors’ children; and thus pre- 
vent the attainment of the object for which the common school was instituted. 

There is a better way; if a person is dissatisfied, let him go and consult with 
the teacher kindly, about the matter of complaint; this will render a positive 
good to all concerned.

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While it is with great pleasure that the School Committee would bear testi- 
mony to the uniformly kind treatment our female teachers’ have received from 
their older scholars ; yet, in truth, it should be said, it has not always been the 
case. Is it expected that young men, well along in their teens, will need to be 
governed in the ordinary meaning of the term, and that by a lady ? 

Had this subjeet been properly considered some of our teachers would have 
been spared much labor and anxiety ; it appears to me that this would have been 
the case in Districts 5 and 9. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The commencement of the Summer School, tanght by Miss Garviy, did not 
cive promise of so successful a result as might have been desired. The close of 
the school indicated a better result than was anticipated, especially as it re- 
spected the middle and younger classes. 

There are peculiar features in this school, adapted to prevent the best instruc- 
tion from securing that progress: which ought to be made in a District having 
the amount of schooling here enjoyed. 

The older scholars appear to have acquired habits prejudicial to their highest 
improvement, whereby thorough and methodical progress in their various studies 
is prevented. 

The Winter Term, by Mr. Cmasz, a young man, inexperienced in school 
teaching, but of superior scholarship, appeared promising at the commencement. 

When first visited, the school appeared orderly, and to a considerable extent 
industrious ; the instructions of the teacher explicit, and. thorough, giving 
promise of success. But success has not equalled expectation. a 

I would respectfully recommend to this District;to employ teachers of age 
and experience, and also to stand by their teachers and sustain them. Young 
-and inexperienced teachers are not always prepared to withstand that over- 
shadowing influence, sometimes brought to bear upon them by scholars advanced 
in years, but not in correct scholarship. ‘The term not closed. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Summer School taught by Miss Davis. ‘The standing of this school is per- 
haps as good as any in town, and when visited at different times, had the air of 
industry and quietness, which was very pleasant to witness. At the close a fair 
progress appears to have been made in the various studies pursued. A class in 
Grammar appeared to very good advantage. 

The Winter Term, under the instruction of Miss OrreRson, passed pleasant- 
ly and profitably, and satisfactorily to the District, which was evinced by quite 
a large number of parents and others attending the examination. (The same 
was the case at the close of the Summer Term.) 

A more thorough drilling upon first principles may have been desirable in 
some studics. The pronunciation of words seems to have claimed a good share 
of attention; very few words were heard incorrectly pronounced, Rhetorical 
exercises at the close added to the interest of the occasion and the gratification 
of those present. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Miss YEATON, teacher both terms. This school is considerably smaller in 
numbers than last year. There seemed to be a want of material and interest of 
a to make an interesting school. <A class in Colburn’s Arithmetic appeared 
well. 

The Winter Term put on an air of more interest and energy; more scholars, 
more close application, more enthusiasm, greater results. 

The school has appeared orderly and respectful whenever visited. A large 
number of visitors at the close. t 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Summer Term, Miss Goss teacher. This was her first school, and she labored 
assiduously at her work, and with a good degree of success. ‘The teacher ap- 
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peared to have taught her scholars from the book, without relying very much on 
her own stock of knowledge. This may be a safe way for a young teacher. 

The smaller children appear to have made good improvement at the close of 
the school; several of the larger schelars were “absent when last visited. 

Winter Term, by Miss Haw Es, has not closed, but when visited the school 
has appeared well, Good order prevailed ; industry and sobriety were charac- 
teristics of the scheol room, and there appears no’ good reason why the school 
may not sustain a fair examination at its close. 


DISTRICT NO.-5. 


Miss Purney, teacher both terms. The teache¥ proved herself both able and 
willing to impart instruction in first principles, and it is believed with very good 
suecess. A spirit of inquiry was excited among the scholars, and a desire to 
understand the reasons why and wherefore, which it is greatly to be desired 
should be more generally manifested in all our schools. 

The closing examination of each term gave evidence that the teacher had 
labored faithfully and successfully, and that nearly all the scholars had made 
good improvement. e 


; DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Miss Hoag, teacher both terms. The Summer Term seems to have passed 
quietly, with a fair improvement, in respect to a portion of the scholars. A 
marked difference was manifest in the progress made, especially in reading ; 
most of the smaller scholars had made good improvement. 

The Winter Term was under better discipline, and it is believed that as a 
whole the scholars were more studious than in the summer. 

Quite a large number of large scholars attended; and, so far as could be 
learned from visiting the school, their deportment may well be commended. 
They appeared industrious, as though they came to school to learn. The closing 
examination was satisfactory ; the school appeared as it was; no preparation to 
show off or make false exhibition. ‘The writing was better than in any other 
school in town. Improvement in reading more general through the school in: 
winter than summer. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Summer School taught by Miss Purney. ‘When visited, after having been 
in operation two or three w eeks, it gave promise of being an interesting schoo!, 
considering the smallness of the number and the attainments of the scholars. 
Not visited at the close. 

Winter School, by Miss Goss, visited twice. The impressions received in 
regard to this school are these: The teacher has labored according to the best 
of her ability, and in some respects successfully. Scholars in Mental Arithme- 
tic appeared well; had been faithfully taught. In some other studies had more 
time been devoted to review, classes would have appeared better. There has 
been improvement the year past in reading. The teachers have endeavored to 
instruct their pupils in the elements of language, and have made a good begin- 
ning in the right direction’ The deportment of the scholars would have been 
better had they been more in love with study ; this would have made the school 
more easy to govern, and greatly increased its usefulness. The standing of this 
school is rather low. It needs the fostering care and best Fronts of all interested. 
It is capable of being improved. * 

The school house has been repaired somewhat the past season, and is more 
comfortable. And if some of the old books would give place to new ones of the 
right kind it might be an improvement. That boy ‘who had the new Geography 
answered much better than others studying the same science. I would not say 


that the new book made all the difference, but sometimes a small outlay brings 
a large return. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. FIRST DIVISION. 


Both terms by Miss Wirson. Winter term not finished. The school, as 
visited from time to time, has appeared to improve in respect to discipline, the 
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teacher seemed to have pretty good control over her scholars ; by the ringing of 
the bell commendable stillness was soon produced, showing that it was possible 
for so many uneasy little bodies to be quiet, for a short time at least. The af- 
fection manifest toward the teacher, and the general good nature apparent, was 
pleasant to witness. 

It does not appear that scholars in this school have made equal progress with 
those of their age in other schools, and it could not reasonably be expected, but 
yet there has been progress in reading, spelling, and a variety of other imterest- 
ing and useful matters taught them by oral instruction. 


DISTRICT NO. 8 SECOND DIVISION. 


Taught by Miss Gautt in summer. Those who have visited Miss Gault’s 
schools need not be told that method and regularity prevail, so far as the teacher 
is concerned. Would that the same could be said in respect to the attendance of 
the scholars in this village. When it is said this was a good school, it is only 

saying what has often been said, and adding another testimonial to ‘the fidelity 

of a teacher long in the service. Accuracy” and thoroughness seem to be the 
ends aimed at by the teacher, and it is believed good success has crowned her 
efforts.. The exercises at the examination were interesting and gratifying to 
those present. Questions answered promptly, showing familiarity with subjects 
studied. : : 

Winter Term, not yet closed, taught by Mr. Emery. The School Commit- 
tee has visited this school twice, and has found good order prevailing, the schoo!

Miss WortHen, teacher both terms. This school, though small, at the close 
of the Summer Term appeared to very good advantage, both teacher and scholars 
contributing to that result, The reading was excellent throughout, showing as 
ereat improvement, it is believed, as is ‘seldom witnessed in the same length of 
time. 

Instruction in the various studies had been thorough as far as they had gone. 
Specimens of map drawing were exhibited, indicating a good deeree of skill for 
beginners. 

In the Winter Term, although it had the same teacher, it seemed another 
school. Each time when visited, another spirit appeared to reign; instead of 
that quiet and modest deportment manifest in summer, there was whispering 
and laughing, which greatly marred the aspect of ‘the school. 

It is believed that there was some progréss made in study, but not so much as 
there ought to have been.. The teacher has probably labored faithfully and done 
what she could under the circumstances.
